taxes, so as to avoid sending the
wrong amount, also stating the townshipor townships (if property ft

sible give school district where propertyis located. After paying taxes
examine your receipts and see if a!)
your property is covered, if not, see
about it at once.

By following the above suggestions
complications and additional cost may
be avoided.
